A further review of the 
art fails to teach or suggest that the composition of a volatile solvent and a gum resin 
comprising benzoin and a pharmacologically active agent would have the effect of

remaining in contact with the skin for at least 6 hours and ameliorate symptoms of a 
disease of skin or a mucous membrane of a mammal. The art cited by the examiner 
fails to provide the proper motivation to combine the teachings in Goh et al. to obviate 
applicants' claims under 35 U.S.C. 103.
